.poor indeed who cannot vouchsafe himself abundance 


of all'these. Cure of consumption is more a matter 
•of,hygienic regimen than of medical intervention if the 
patient and his friends know what to do. To finally 
extirpate the great white plague,the public must know 
what to. do a.nd must be governed by a few and well 
defined principles of right living, which includes a 
scrupulous respect for cleanliness on all occasions 
-everywhere. All that is needed to wipe out this great- 
est foe of human kind is to unite the people in the war- 


• fare against 'it. How to do this and to show the 
simplicity and convenience of all the means required is 
one of. the purposes of Health Week in Fort Wayne. 
. It;is a. school for the people in a matter whereof their 


, education needs attention. The exhibits and lectures 
at Library hall'represent the endeavor to give the 
people of Fort Wayne some enlightenment on a mat- 


• ter that1 more intimately affects their material welfare 
than any other. 
It purposes not merely an increase 


. in:the-'sum of human happiness, a decrease in the sum 
-•of human suffering and sorrow, but literally a reduc- 
tion of the cost of living. The interest in this.groat 
benevolent enterprise is not at all commensurate'will: 
•the humanity of its' purpose. There is not in Fort 
Wayne a person of intelligent age who c^ afford not 
to Jknow what there is to be learned at this week's 
health exhibit and lectures.

But there are some great western syndicates raising; sheep, 


and there are some great eastern corporations manufactur- 
ing woolen cloth, and It la to their interest that the prices 
be kept high. A few weeks before ilie ways and means 
committee met to frame the P.-iyne-Aldrich tariff Mil rep- 
resentatives of these two branches of the wool Industry 
conferred In Chicago and decided that the tariff rates on 
wool and woolens were "satisfactory" and must not be 
changed. 


"Satisfactory?" It Is to laugh! On the variety o£ wool 


which Is so scarce in this country that it simply must be 
imported in quantities to supply the people, the duty Is 
eleven cents a pound which is nearly -half as- much as the 
wool is worth. The American people maintain an artificial 
price half as much again as the commodity is worth, on an 
article which every family must have, in order to swell the 
pro_flts of the sheep-raising syndicates of the western plains. 


But don't the manufacturers complain of the price of their 


raw material? Not they. They are In on the grab themselves. 
Lest foreign manufacturers, buying their wool at a reason- 
able price, sell the finished product in the United Stales at 
a figure that might bring v.-oolen suits and woolen under- 
wear within the reach of every family, the'importation of 
woolen goods is heavily penalized. 


The American manufacturers are first given a duty -\vhlch 


is calculated to compensate them for the extra price thes' 
must pay for their wool. Then on top ot that they are 
given another duty just to make sure that they have the 
field virtually.to themselves, so that they can get their own 
prices for their fabrics. 


On one variety of dress goods, for instance, of which a 


large quantity is imported, they are allowed first the com- 
pensatory fluty of forty-four cents a pound to compensate 
them for the eleven cents a pound which they must pay 
extra on their raw woo], counting four pounds of raw wool 
to one pound of the finished fabric. In addition they are 
allowed 55 per cent, ad valorem. 
The total protection to 


the manufacturer Is more than 100 per cent, on the i-alue of 
the product That is, so long as lie keeps his price at about 
twice what the fabric could be bought for abroad, he need 
fear no foreign competition. 


And the American people stand for this sort of a hold-up 
nme, worked by a combination of western syndicates and 


eastern corporations! 


Js it any wonder that President Taft called this whole 


schedule "indefensible?" 
Or that the woolen trust is in a 


panic lest a congress dominated by progressives, meeting 
in extra session, lop off these monstrous duties?

Vanderbilt-Fisk- 
Gould conflicts, when each of the corporate sides owned 
several judge?, it was not uncommon for a court to enioin 
parties who had brought suit in another court from prose- 
cuting- their case. But we do not now recall any instance 
of a court enjoining another court not to try cases before 
.t. Considering the political influence of the defendant who 
. thus rescued from immediate arraignment, the act is not 
calculated to inspire popular faith in the disinterestedness 
ot the. judges.

What would the cook do without the 


Invaluable potato? It is available for 
so many different uses that the menu 
would be decidedly limited without it. 
H knows no vacation days or special 
seasons and is never abroad when it is 
needed at home. At this season of the 
year, when the potatoes are apt to 
grow soft .and sprout, it is essential 
that they be kept in as cool a place 
as possible and spread out, so tha't the 
air may reach them. It Is better to 
place them on a large tray than in bas- 
kets and barrels. The old potatoes are 
best boiled with the skins on, but tho 
new ones that are near luxuries when 
they first come should be washed and 
their skins rubbed off with a coarse 
c!oth. 


Among the Lenten dishes that can 


be quickly prepared

dish, anchovy toast can be commended 
Tor Its simplicity in preparation. T-Iavo 
ready small rounds or strips of brown 
-oast. Put a heaping tablespoonful of 
butter in the blazer, set over the hot 
water pan, add a scant saltspoonful cpf 
the best curry and a dash of cayenne.

two Boston crackers. Crisp the pork 
or heat the oil, add the onion and cook 
until yellow.
